41 Governor 
Sprawl Says 
Hill Utterly 
Without Merit. 


A wholesale increase af salaries in 
departments of the* state government 
at the discretion of the department 
heads as 
proposed in 
the De Haas 
Hobse bill, is not desirable, declared 
(Governor 
Sproul 
in 
vetoing 
the 
measure yesterday. 
The measure 
would have permitted increases 
of 
pay to $2000, provided an increase 
was not more than 20 per cent. 
“This bill is utterly without merit 
from any point of view,” wrote the 
Governor. 
‘‘The appropriations for 
the 
various 
departments 
will 
be 
wholly inadequate to make it effective 
and utlimateiy it would add greatly 
to the expenses of the Government. 
Increases in 
the 
compensation of 
State officials and employees are jus­ 
tified from time to time as conditions 
change or as the increasing respon­ 
sibilities and duties attaching to cer­ 
tain 
positions 
demand. 
All 
this 
should and can i be ^leaR with by 
specific acts.” 
The (Governor also called the bill 
“indefensible” and amounting to “an 
abdication 
of 
that 
discrimination 
which should attend each individual 
increase which experience may show 
to be wise ” Se added that it would 
prove mischievous in practice.
